The inventions listed as Groups l-IX do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The claims do not 
share a common special technical feature. The claims are drawn to methods for 
screening for compounds that modulate different activities, namely, OAS activity, 
RNAse activity or 2-5' phosphodiesterase activity. 

Additionally, the claimed compounds drawn to modulating differential activities 
lack a special technical feature, because no structure is disclosed. Screening methods 
do not equate to a method of making such compounds. Because the technical special 
feature of the Groups is a not a ^^^t^echnical feature, unity of invention is lacking. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
